Apparel Men Hear Arnall Plea for Better World 


In a plea for “a better America 
and a better world,” Gov. Arnall 
yesterday addressed the annual 
convention of the National Cor- 
poration of Men’s Apparel Clubs, 
in session at the Biltmore Hotel. 


To achieve a better world, the 
Governor urged three points: (1) 
Better understanding in order to 
eliminate bigotry and prejudice; 
(2) better housing and better liv- 
ing conditions in order to create 
better health, and (3) more and 
better economic opportunities for 
the great mass of people. 

Gov. Arnall cautioned his hear- 
ers not to make the common mis- 
take of going too far afield to be- 
gin their efforts to create a better 
world. 


“We must begin right where we 
are,” he said. “It does no good to 
worry because somebody disfran- 
chises millions of Bulgars so long 
as we ourselves disfranchise mil- 
lions of people in our own coun- 
try. Right here, no matter where 
we may be, is the place to start 
our efforts to build up a better 
world.” 

The Governor also warned the 
people not to put too much faith 
in organizations or 
in the atomic bomb. 

“The real place where we must 
do our work,” he explained, “‘is 
in the minds and souls of men, If 
and when we make better men, 
then we’ll have a better world. 

“We can have that better world 
—if we want it. But we should re- 
member that in order to get it we 
must start to work right where we 
are.” 

The Governor predicted a long 
period of prosperity for the nation.

Homeless Vet 


Finds Shelter 
In Bus Body 


By JIM FURNISS 


World War II veterans can take 
a tip from a _ white-haired, old 
fighting man on the housing situa- 
tion. 

Andrew J. Watts, a 68-year-old 
veteran of the Spanish-American 
War, had most of the cards stacked 
against him. He had no money, no 
job and no roof over his head. He 
was sick and his youth was gone. 

Now, he is riding through old 
age in style—in the body of an 
old passenger bus. 

“Comfortable? Why it’s more 
comfortable than your own par- 
lor,” he insisted, pointing to a va- 
riety of furniture and his studio 
couch, set crosswise below the ve- 
hicle’s windshield, 

“I got every kind of exposure,” 
he added, gesturing toward the 
glass windows on all sides; “and 
I'll heave two electric lights in 
here soon.” 

“Course, I can’t stand up straight 
yet, but I am soon to set the old 
home up on a trailer, knock out 
the floor and have eight more 
inches of height.” 

A fruit stand proprietor who 
“went broke,” Watts spent last 
month in Veterans’ Hospital 48. 
When discharged he could not 
find a room until his brother's 
son-in-law —— the bus body in 
in Alabama, had it hauled here 
and set it up on a vacant lot a 
few blocks from Five Points. 

At various times a boilermaker, 
wrecker, construction iron work- 
er, assistant hotel engineer and 
boarding house operator, Watts is 
now constrained by age and illness 
to sell razor blades on street 
corners until his old age pension 
application is approved. 

Though sad he cannot work, he 
he has not been idle. He has put 
up a curtain around his bed, and 
is tinning over two windows in 
the rear “so folks can’t look in 
and see what I’m cooking.” 

Folks do look in, though. 

“Say, Pop. That’s some place 
you've got there, oné passerby re- 
marked. 

“Well, it ain’t fixed up right 
yet,” he replied cheerfully. “I 
need a three-burner oil stove bad, 
and I’ve go to paint over the signs 
saying ‘Don’t spit on the floor’ 
and ‘Pay as you leave.’ 

“But it’s not bad, though. Not 
bad at all.”

185 Houses for 
Vets In Atlanta 


Roy D. Warren, President of the 
Roy D. Warren Company, Inc., has 
announced that his firm is pre- 
paring for the immediate develop- 
ment of four real estate subdivi- 
sions of 185 lots with veterans’ 
housing.

This property is 12 
miles from Five Points and its 
houses will have a price range of 
from $6,300 to $7,350. 

Warren’s company is also the 
exclusive sales agent for Hivue 
Home Sites, near Forest Park. Its 
engineers are now working to de- 
velop 52 lots on this site and the 
price range of the houses will be 
about the same as at Forest Acres. 

On the West End site, there are 
33 home sites. Houses here will 
be constructed by independent 
operators associated with Warren’s 
firm. Prices will range from $8,000 
to $9,000 per house. 

The site for the East Atlanta de- 
velopment is a 33-acre tract. The 
subdivision, still unnamed, will 
be an extension of.

This, of course, may still 
be necessary if agreement at Paris 
is not forthcoming. 

Byrnes recalled briefly the row 
at the recent Paris meeting over 
conference procedure. The Rus- 
sians had sought to have the Big 
Four lay down in advance rules 
of procedure to be followed by 
all nations attending. 


HOPES TO ADMIT PRESS 


The United States and Great 
Britain objected and Byrnes reas- 
serted Monday night that the con- 
ference will be free to determine 
its own organization and pro- 
cedure, 

“It was proposed that the meet- 
ings of subcommittees should be 
secret,’ Byrnes said. “But on our 
objection this provision was elim- 
inated. I gave notice that so far 
as the United States is concerned, 
it will use its influence to open 
to the press the meetings of the 
conference and of its committees.” 

Byrnes devoted much of his ad- 
dress to explaining the major de- 
cisions reached by the Council on 
the Italian treaty. 

He defended at length the deci- 
sions to internationalize Trieste— 
the Adriatic city which he former- 
ly wanted to give to Italy and 
which the Russians insisted should 
go to Yugoslavia, 

Neither the Russians nor the 
Americans, he reported, were pre- 
pared to yield on this point at the 
beginning of the conference. The 
Russians, he said, even rejected 
his proposal that the issue be left 
to the peace conference. 
SERIOUS DILEMMA 

“This left us in a more serious 
dilemma than most people real- 
ize,” he said. 

Byrnes explained that the Unit- 
ed States could make a separate 
treaty with Italy, leaving her 
Trieste, but that the Soviet and 
Yugoslav Governments probably 
would not have accepted it. They 
probably would have demanded 
that Italy make a separate peace 
with them, ceding Trieste to Yugo- 
slavia. 

“Even if no one of us presented 
a treaty to Italy, a disarmed Italy 
could hold Trieste against the 
army of Yugoslavia only so long 
as our troops held it for her,” he 
said. 

It was at this point, he said, 
that the French informally pro- 
posed that Trieste and its adjacent 
territory be separated from Italy 
and its security and integrity be 
internationally guaranteed. 

No one liked the proposal at 
first, he said, but the more it was 
studied the more it seemed to offer 
a reasonable basis for agreement. 
ITALY IN WAR I 

He recalled that Italy, before 
she entered World War I on the 
Allied side, had proposed that the 
area become an autonomous state. 
She received Trieste in 1919 as the 
result of a secret agreement which 
gave her that territory as part of 
her compensation for joining the 
Allies. 

Despite his earlier misgivings, 
Byrnes said, he is now convinced 
that the French compromise is 
“fair and workable if the peoples 
most concerned worked together to 
make it so.” 

“Unless they work together,” he 
added, “there can be no solution. 

“If friendly relations are main- 
tained between the free territory 
of Trieste and her neighbors, this 
little territory may enjoy greater 
prosperity and be a source of 
greater prosperity to its neighbors

We are on 
the road back to peace.”

It Was 3 Years 
Ago, He Was Talking 


; ee This was three years ago. 
& Thinking back on it, it seems longer. 
me longer. In fact, it seems so much longer that it 
almost incredible that it should have been but three years ago, 
It was raining outside. Inside the Quonset hut it was damp 
and chilly. It smelled of damp blankets. Oiled flying boots and 

leather jackets added their smell to the whole. 
It was a hut in one of the Flying Fortress Groups at a base 
north of Cambridge. I had grown attached to the group because 


Much 


Texas. We were talking. 

It was 1943. The Flying Fortresses had just got started on 
their hammering away at the German fortress of Europe. 

It was desperate, heart-breaking work, yet it provided a stim- 
ulus to the crews which was like strong drink or an opiate. While 
some gave up, after a mission or so, and disappeared, others 
stayed on after they had completed their quota. They went 
back time after time, drawn by the taste and the lure of the 
unknown and of the desperate gamble with chance. 

They flew, then, into German-held Europe. They had no 
accompanying craft. From the time they reached the channel or 
North Sea coast and were “‘jumped,” their guns were thudding 
constantly with the heavy, harsh sound peculiar to the wicked 
.50-caliber weapon. 

They flew through the heavy, greasy clouds of exploding anti- 
aircraft stuff. They took some of it, their craft rocking and 
plunging in it, flying on with great holes torn in wings or body. 

Some, of course went down, spinning, smoking and at times 
billowing into flame. 

Once they reached the target, they had to go back, some 
crippled, the crews of all worn out, some wounded, some dead. 
It was not until they reached the channel that the swift German 
fighter craft let them go. 


. . Seeing them go was, to me, awful. I recall 
Going, Coming those breakfasts. Now and then I think of 
them at breaktast time, and the food still sticks to my mouth as 
it did on those mornings. Cnce as a young reporter I ate break- 
fast, of an order, with two men condemned to die in the electric 
chair. 

I could never get over the feeling, at those breakfasts, that the 
grisly, invisible figure of death in his white robe, with his scythe 
swung over his shoulder, was walking up and down between the 
tables there in the dimly lit mess hall that reeked of breakfast 
smells. I could see him there, his bony finger picking out his 
toll for the day, as I could feel him that morning in the death 
house years before. 

When the great craft lifted 
dew streaming from the broad wings and catching the morning 
sun with an iridescent gleam, there was a sort of tremendous 
symphony of glory and tragedy and majesty singing in your heart, 
choking your throat, making the tears stream down your face. 
(;hostly faces flitted by the windows. You knew, having flown 
with them, what they were doing. Your heart went with them. 

Waiting was bad. But the hours passed and finally you saw, 
with others, the returning dots. You counted, excitement rising 
in you, trying to see if any, and how many, were missing. You 
waited, as they came closer, for the explosion of a signal gun 
red—which meant wounded aboard 

You saw them come down to earth and you felt 
as you ran for th? dispersal point of “your” ship. Now and then 
they lifted out dead. Now and then there were wounded put 
hastily down beneath the shadow of a wing and given plasma to

Mr. Garsson’'s 
Background 


NEW YORK—While the Mead 
Committee of the Senate dwells 
on the case of Murray Garsson’s 
so-caller paper empire in the war 
profiteering investigation, it might 
be appropriate for some inquisi- 
tive group to go back ‘over his 
earlier career in the government 
service as an assistant to the Sec- 
retary of Labor in immigration 
cases. The Treasury intelligence 
no doubt has taken the hint al- 
ready for here is one of the gaud- 
iest adventurers of our time. 

Garsson was chief investigator 
for the Sabath Committee of Con- 
gress which investigated the re- 
organization of real estate promo- 
tions and other busted bubbles of 
the boom. Some excellent, con- 
scientious lawyers served that 
committee as counsel but, as one 
of thenf recalled today, Garsson, 
notwithstanding his past and his 
reputation, which was not good, 
was “in control of the investiga- 
tion and had the confidence of 
Congressman Adolph Sabath,” of 
Chicago, the Chairman. Sabath 
had no excuse and his explana- 
tions should be examined with a 
cold, skeptical eye. This attorney 
readily acknowledged that any 
man in Garsson’s position could 
have deceived him and other law- 
yers and the committee. He could 
have directed the inquiry away 
from the interests of those who 
were kind to him or misrepresent- 
ed situations in their favor to the 
detriment of victimized investors. 
He has now been found in asso- 
ciation with the notorious Willie 
Bioff, and other rascals in Holly- 
wood, in 1937, the last year of the 
investigation, and it has been de- 
termined that Bioff got 500 shares 
of Continental Can and 500 of 
Consolidated Oil from Joe 
Schenck, of Twentieth Century- 
Fox, in Hollywood, the day before 
Schenck, of Twentieth Century- 
Twentieth Century-Fox for $130,- 
000 for Garsson’s account. The 
stock later was sold for $110,000. 
Bioff knew Garsson and testified, 
in his trial for extortion, that 
Schenck loaned Garsson $200,000. 
Some of Schenck’s own interests 
were involved in the reorganiza- 
tions under Congressional inquiry. 

From 1930 to 1932, Garsson had 
been a special assistant to William 
Doak, Herbert Hoover's secretary 
of Labor. He was in absolute con- 
trol over the investigation and 
prosecution of immigration and 
naturalization frauds. Here he 
was in a position to walk onto a 
movie set, in the midst of a pro- 
duction, and cause the deportation 
of an essential foreign actor. 

The New York police records 
corroborate the data on Garsson 
which the FBI supplied to the 
Mead Committee recently and con- 
tain one earlier entry which 
seems not to have been mention- 
ed in the FBI report. This item 
is an arrest of one Wolf Garsson 
on March 17, 1909, at the age of 
18, on a charge of robbery. The 
old record does not say what was 
the outcome, noting only that bail 
was discharged. This was before 
the adoption of the finger-print 
system so there is a possibility 
that the identity was incorrect, al- 
though this entry is contained in 
the record of Murray Garsson, An- 
other entry states that Murray 
Garsson\was detained as a ma- 
terial witness in a homicide case 
in the Bronx in October, 1918. 

ABOUT 15 months ago, when 
Garsson was thriving on war pro- 
duction, he called at the office of 
Frank Hogan, the New York Dis- 
trict Attorney, to complain that 
he had been swindled in a real 
estate'deal by a well-known real 
estate operator. He said he had 
given the man, whom he accused, 
a large sum in currency for a real 
estate speculation and that the 
other man had defrauded him. He 
produced no books or records, 
however, and the District Attor- 
ney’s office refused to act, sus- 
pecting that he was trying to use 
the District Attorney to collect a 
debt. He spoke in large figures 
and said he had made $80,000 in 
one year from just one of his mu- 
nition companies. and mentioned 
the Erie Basin Metal Products 
Company, one of his war babies, 
now under investigation. His final 
figure in the story of the swindle 
was $26,000, in currency, unsup- 
ported by records, reduced from a 
much larger original claim. An 
acquaintance reports that during 
his war boom he went about New 
York carrying as much as $50,000 
or $75,000 in currency in his pock- 
eis, 

While he may not be the top 
money-maker of the recent cru- 
sade to establish the four free- 
doms and succor the oppressed 
he may easily hold his position 
as the most audacious, and pic- 
turesque, his past being wre 
ered. Hundreds of New York 
politicians and lawyers knew him 
and only as a shady character 
who had frequent skirmishes with 
the law. Despite this reputation, 
he found political sponsors to put 
him into two government jobs rep- 
resenting powerful temptations to 
graft in large amounts, being sent 
out by Congressman Sabath to ex- 
pose crooks,‘ and, finally, under 
the patronage of Congressman 
May, of Kentucky, received war 
contracts to a total of $74,000,000 
for decoy companies that produced 
trifling amounts.

We know that upon the 
principles of justice and of right 
depend today’s happiness and to- 
morrow’s peace In that knowledge 
we shall elect James V. Carmi- 
chael and insure that happiness 
and that peace.

Editor Constitution: Whenever 
the American people indulge 
themselves in a political campaign, 
they seem to lose all sense of 
values, They attack all questions 
with emotion instead of calmly 
weighing them with sober reason- 
ing.

You can’t have 
everybody in the paper who is not writing about politics, writing 
about their younguns. Pretty soon people will get tired of politics 
and other people’s younguns, too. 

There must be something else going on in Georgia except poli- 
tics, but you wouldn’t know it to talk to people. It used to be the 
easiest thing in the world just to get in a car and ride in any direc- 
tion and pull up at a filling station or a country store and sit around 
awhile, and pretty soon somebody had spun a yarn that would make 
a good piece for the paper—something with the*very humor and 
fee] and flavor of Georgia in it. 

Now’ you can’t get folks to talking, except about politics. There 
is no topic of conversation which does not lead to a discussion of 
candidates and how they are running. Funny thing about it is, you 
do not hear much talk in political discussions about who is the 
best man. It is all about who is the worst man, which leads to heated 
words, naturally. and hard feelings, and nothing in the way of @ 
piece for the paper. 


* Another thing about it, a newspaperman out travel- 
Suspicion ing around now is iooked upon with suspicion. No- 
body will believe he is just out and about, trying to see what goes 
on. How folks are living, and what they are thinking about, besides 
politics—so he can write a piece for the paper that folks of all 
different political allegiances can be interested in. They think he 
is out beating the bushes for the candidate which his paper is sup- 
porting. Which is not so, of course, but you cannot convince people 
of it. 

I have had the experience, for instance, of spending a half hour 
talking with a man whose political allegiance I neither knew or 
cared about on Some subject as remote from politics as hog raising, 
the boll weevil, atom bomb and the relative merits of concrete 
blocks as a building material. The next man I talked to, assuming 
that the previous conversation had been on political matters, 
would tell me in strictest confidence that the other fellow was just 
a big wind-bag who did not know what he was talking about and 
that the noble citizenry of that county would go 100 percent for 
that great leader So-and-So. And he wouldn't believe it, either, 
when I'd tell him we'd talked about hogs, atom bombs and con- 
crete blocks and that neither So-and-So’s name nor his chances had 


been mentioned. 

: It makes it tough, and I guess it would have

back yonder. That way I'd have been a hero to a lot of folks and 
a louse to a lot of others. Which would have been all right, for I'd 
at least have had a good fiery piece for the paper every day, in- 
stead of working my head off in this hot weather trying to dig a 
good-reading story out of folks who don't want to talk about any- 
thing but how the votes will fall tomorrow.

Harrison, “Then they let us be 
together and treated us fine, After 
that I wasn’t scared any more, 
just anxious to be freed.” 

“T was sure they would shoot 
us sooner or later,” she said. “We 
spent the first two days in a 
house at Oranienburg about 20 
miles north of~ Berlin and they 
were the worst. 

“The Russians separated us and 
I didn’t know where. my husband 
was, An armed Russian sentry was 
continually in the room with me 
day and night. He stayed sitting 
‘in a chair—I on the edge of the 
bed. The bed had no sheets or 
'blankets. I didn’t sleep. I couldn't 
eat.”’ 

Harrison said the worst part 
was that they were given no clean 
clothes, 

“T had to throw my socks away 
when they got so strong even I 
couldn’t stand them,” he said. 

Harrison said the Russians ask- 
ed him hundreds of questions and 
invariably replied after each an- 
swer: “You liar.”
